“Keep doctrinal quarrels out of 
their minds. Some theological ideas 
have harried and almost addled pious 
households and threatened their peace 
and welfare.“

would be “dogmatizing”’ But if 
Christ was not God why should chil- 
dren be taught what Christ had to say 
about them and about their relation 
to the Father of alli?

May will do honor to a humble priest 
of a bygone day whose greatest claim 
to glory was that he visited the father- 
less in their affliction. Of course, it 
will be conducted by the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. This is a signal for Prot- 
estants to look once and turn away, 
under the customs of the peculiar re- 
a intolerance that marks our 
advanced age. 

But a Protestant columnist this 
afternoon lifts the veil of the past for 
a short period of time and peeps into 
the life of the Venerable Don Bosco. 
He has a story for the world—one that 
does not rate the front page or the 
headlines often. 


Don Bosco lived entirely tor the poor 
and lowly. Important people rarely 
entered into his scheme of living 
Along the streets of Ybor City, boys 
and adults will watch the procession 
of May 18 and think probably that it 
is just another one of these church 

rades. But if a spirit akin to Don 

osco’s could enter the soul of some 
one who cared to interest himself in 
the crowded streets of an American 
city, that parade might turn out to be 
the most important event in the life 
of an Ybor City child. 


The American press misses an op- 
portunity when we ignore the sincere 
homage given by the poor to the 
memory of a humble priest. We teach 
men almost every day how to live sen- 
sationally. It is harder to turn aside 
and suggest how they might live right 


It is the 8th of December, 1841, in 
the CHurch St. Francis of Assisi. A 
sacristan is giving a frightened boy a 
shaking, calling him a beggar and “fit 
for nothing.” Then he shoves him out 
the door because he is not even able to 
serve Mass. I believe I know boys in 
Ybor City who have been treated in a 
similar fashion. Their ages make them 
ashamed to go to 3 with smaller 
boys so they first become truants, then 
dumbbells, then “incorrigibies.” When 
an intelligence test is given to them 
they rate a low I. Q., for they have so 


little information about the world

Atheism is the state religion of Russia. 


It is adopting tactics many other religious: have 
adopted in the past, and compelling all the people it can 
reach with its power to accept its tenets. 

Probably it is reasonable to say that the only man 
who has no réligion is the indifferent one. The militant 
atheist is passionately religious, by a strange paradox. 
His actual religion is the hatred of all gods, but particu- 
larly of the Christians’ God. 


The Communists in Russia believe in No-God to a 
pitch of fanatic intensity, and they are willing to perse- 
cute those who disagree with them to prove there is no 
God, just as other religionists have been willing to perse- 
cute those who disagreed with them to prove there is a 
particular kind of God. 

It all comes down to this, we think—that there is 
need in the human breast to believe in something beyond 
one’s self. Few of us are content to think that this is all, 
and that there are no better times ahead. 

There are very few people who, in time of trouble, 
can be indifferent in this regard. In prosperous times, 
smooth seas, we are apt to forget. But when we are in 
trouble or danger, when one we love dies, we look for 
something supernatural—beyond ourselves—to help and 
comfort. 

New, in Russia, the religion Is that expounded by 
Marx and put into execution by Lenin and Stalin. 

The chief essential of this religion is the faith that 
there is no God. 

The Communist faith is opposed to our Christian 
faith or ethic in most particulars. In our ideology thrift 
is a virtue. So is chastity; so is patriotism; so is family 
love. 

Among the Communists chastity is a negligible mat- 
ter, and thrift, patriotism, and family love are vices. 

But we should never make the mistake of believing 
that the Communists are not sincere, or doubt that the 
more fervid of them adhere to their creed more closely 
than we to ours. 

It seems a queer thing to think of, but just as the 
Christian martyrs were willing to die to prove that God 
and Christ are realities, so some Communists are willing 
to die to prove that they are not. 

The fetish of No-Godism is their god. Lenin has 
taken the place of Christ with the Communists. Lenin's 
relics, his dead body, are worshipped in Russia today.

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A TOUR OF EUROPE BY AUTOMOBILE 

Our party spent only three ahd one-half days in Paris 
after leaving Lisieux, betause, according to our schedule, 
four days are reserved for that city before we leave for Lon- 
don, and after we wil! have visited Italy, Switzerland, Ger- 
many and Belgium. 

But even during those three and one-half days we saw 
everything which is listed as of outstanding interest to tour- 
iste save the shows. Some of the party did attend Faust in 
Grand Opera. 

Our first full day in Paris was Sunday, April 14, 1929 and 


the clergy said Mass, and the lay members of the party at-

, in the grand old twelfth century Cathedral of 
Notre Dame. It was from here that the late General Foch 
was buried only two weeks previous. It was here that Pope 
Pius VII crowned Napoleon Emperor; it was here that a 
most disgraceful episode of the French Revolution took 
place; it was here where the great Te Deum was sung after 
the victory of the Allies in the late war. 


On Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, April 15, 16 and 
17, the clergy said Mass at the parish church of Saint Clo- 
tilde, because it is located close to the Palais D’Orsay, where 
we were registered. 

Some of the most beautiful chapels in Paris, notably 

‘ose of St. Louis, France's glorious thirteenth century King, 
the Invalides, and of the Versailles palace, are no longer 
ed for divine services. That of St. Louis, known as the 

dente Chapelle, was built by St. Louis, as a worthy recep- 
tacle of a part of the True Cross which he brought from the 
Holy Land. It was also his own private chapel and is prob- 
ably the most beautiful and perfect specimen of Gothic 
architecture in all Europe. It is now a mere show-place. 
Napoleon is buried near the exquisitely-designed chapel in 
the Hotel des Invalides—once a hospital and now used for 
military purposes. Foch preferred to be buried there rather 
than in the Parthenon, where Voltaire, Rousseau and other 
infidels were buried. 

From Paris we motored to Orleans, the home of Joan of 
Arc, whose fifth centenary as savior of France was observed 
from April 29 to May 8. of last year. 

The Cathedral of Orleans, nearly one thousand years 
old, was undergoing repairs for this great event, which both 
Church and State were striving to make a real success. The 
four cardinals and all the bishops of France were present, 
as was also Cardinal Bourne, .of England. President 
Doumergue, Poincare, and other representatives of the Re- 
public participated. It was in this church that Joan 
prayed for victory and whither she returned to offer thanks- 
giving after God had so signally heard her prayers. 

We motored from Orleans to Tours, where the Church 
has flourished since the fourth century. Here St. Martin, 
uncle of St. Patrick, presided as archbishop, and his remains 
rest in one of the churches here. The Cathedral, however, 
is dedicated to a Saint Aignen. 

Our next stop was at Poitiers, a city of 40,000, which 
owns the great Saint Hilary, of an early century. In fact 
the ancient Romans had a settlement here before the time of 
Christ. From Poitiers we drove to Angeloume, the old capi- 
tal of Anjou, which also has churches many centuries old. 
Then we motored southwest about one hundred miles to the 
city of Bordeaux, which was a port of entry for thousands 
of American dough-boys twelve years ago. Practieally the 
whole country for fifty miles in all directions is planted to 
grapes to be pressed into the world-famous Bordeaux wines. 
This city has a very large and beautiful Cathedral. Here 
also is the famous Flower of St. Michael, opposite a church 
by the same name, in whose basement seventy mummified 
bodies stand erect to be shown to visitors. They were ex- 
humed a century ago from a cemetery here where they had 
been buried three hundred years. Their state of preserva- 
tion is attributed to arsenic and lime strata in the soil. 

Father Adam, who came from France to Indiana in 
1855, and who, because of the illness of his mother, was per- 
mitted by Bishop Dwenger to return to France in 1875, was 
given a parish in the diocese of Tours. Many of my readers 
will recall that this venerable priest returned to the United 
States in 1905, and after serving a few years as chaplain to 
the Sisters of St. Joseph. Tipton, Indiana, made his home 
and died at Sacred Heart Academy, hear Fort Wayne. 

Before leaving for France in 1875 he built the Sacred 
Heart Academy, the old parish church near that institution, 
and the church still in use at Besancon 

On our way from Bordeaux to Lourdes we stopped at 
Dax for lunch. Dax is southern France's Hot Springs, but 
the atmosphere is wholly Catholic; and a beautiful stone 
chapel, where the Blessed Sacrament is reserved, is located 
in the middle of the gardens. 

Vegetation was fairly far advanced in the south of 
France; hence the landscape. pormally very inviting, was 

larly beautiful as we motored over various highways 

all well paved. | 
ine our gratified surprise when, upon our arrival 
at , we found 5,000 pilgrims from Alsace-Lorraine, 
Switzerland and Holland. The Swiss pilgrims numbered 
1,500, among whom were 300 invalids. Though we did not

On Tuesday morning, the day of our departure for Car- 
cassone, the Bishop again said Mass at the Grotto, immedi- 
ately under the spot where the Blessed Virgin appeared 
several times to Bernadette. We have already motored 
more than 1,000 miles through France, and shall soon be in 
Italy, on our way to the Eternal City.
